With the new focus in Regional Medical Programs on health manpower and heal h

care delivery, he present committee structwre no longer seems appropriate andf with

the assistance and advice of ad hoc committees composed of members of the staff, com-

mittees and the Area Advisory Group, we are proposing some changes in structure:,/

advisirw the Coordinator about new tasks and directions; the development of Task

Forces ~nd their evaluation; the development and definition of the role of Consul~-

ing Panels; priorities of staff activities; the role of staff in response to changes in

objectives from CCRMP cind RMPS; the establishment of individual responsibi Iities

of group’’members of particular Task Forces; the prior review of proposal applications

that are to be submitted to the Area Advisory Group.

Panel Chairmen who will act as an advisory group in monitoring all activities of the

s~aff. This will enable a much’ more effective use of interdisciplinary approaches to

fbe various programs and activities ongoing and being planned for the area.
